Two major points are generally con 
ceded with reference to drought re­ 
lief in Scott County. The first is th at 
the county relief setup was minutely 
organized and efficiently adm inisteied, 
and secondly that the peak of 
the 
load is past. 
W ithdrawal of all re­ 
lief at present is out of the question. 
Farm loans for seed, feed and fertili­ 
zer were expected to relieve the situ­ 
ation 
materially, 
but 
application 
blanks were not received in this coun­ 
ty until Friday, and those in charge 
of their distribution do not look for 
checks in less than 15 to 20 days. 
In a recent “school for com m ittee­ 
men in charge of the Federal 
farm 
loan distribution”, covering 12 coun­ 
ties in this section of Missouri, b it­ 
ter criticism was voiced by speakers 
from Mississippi, Stoddard and New 
Madrid Counties particularly. 
W ith 
credit facilities exhausted and appli­ 
cants for loans dependent upon Red 
Cross assistance for food, 
speakei-i 
from this section deplored the 
fact 
that no provision was made in 
the 
Federal drouth loan ($45,000,000 loan > 
to buy food for farm ers and 
their 
families. T. Weed Harvey of St. Louis 
explained that Secretary Hyde 
and 
the commission were engaged in m ak­ 
ing plans for distributing the 
more 
recent $20,(M)0,000 compromise loan to 
take care of this obvious deficiency in 
the original larger loan bill. 
Sim ilar comments were voiced Fri 
day afternoon at a local meeting 
of 
Red Cross committeemen for South­ 
east Missouri Counties called to order 
here by Wm. Baxter, Jr., chairm an 
of the Midwestern Red Cross branch 
with offices in St. Louis. 
The con­ 
sensus of rqmuvm at the Friday m eet­ 
ing was that complete withdrawal of 
relief agencies here was prem ature. 
U ntil Federal loan funds are readily 
available, the Red Cross will continue 
to feed, clothe and to adm inister to 
needy cases. 
To date about 6500 persons in Scoti 
County have experienced some sort of 
Red Cross assistance 
in the 
past 
three months. 
About fifty per cent 
of th at number will continue to need 
occasional assistance until some oth­ 
er form of perm anent relief is avail­ 
able. 
Landowners are 
taking 
care 
ol 
some. 
Spring farm work, odd jobs, 
road construction projects, cleaning 
ditch dumps and other odds and ends 
arc furnishing means whereby many 
m anage to live. The peculiar part of 
it is. th at farm ers who have had their 
first taste this winter of public relief, 
are anxious to get back to work. They 
need money, and they look hopefully 
to participation in the Federal 
loan 
funds mentioned. 
According to C. E. Brenton, 
Scott 
County Chairman, the relief program 
to date has cost approxim ately $35,- 
000, of which 75 per cent came from 
N ational Red Cross funds. Local con­ 
tributions of food, clothing and cash 
m ake up the other 
fourth. 
At 
the 
present time N ational funds are being 
withdrawn. 
To carry on and “taper 
off’» the anticipated 
demands, 
the 
County Chapter has about $2000 sub­ 
scribed during a local 
drive 
which 
closed last week. 
Workmen and employees in 
every 
local industry and profession were 
asked to donate the equivalent of one 
day’s wages. 
This was in addition of 
the first Roll Call Drive, and subse­ 
quent drives to collect foodstuffs and 
old clothing. In addition to this, the 
Am erican Legion and Auxiliary, State 


clothing estim ated to be worth $3500. 
Local clothing contributions were 
augmented by two shipm ents, one of 
4400 pounds from Nodaway 
County 
and another of 3500 pounds from the 
St. Louis branch office, all of which 
has been distributed to needy 
pet- 
sons from the local and county branch 
offices. 
E. J. Malone, Jr., in charge 
of the local clothing supply depot, 
closed his office Saturday and shipped 
rem aining stock to Yanduser 
from j 
which point the north end of 
Scott 
County will be served. 
Red 
Cross 
funds 
were 
served 
double duty under a system of semi- j 
public and public work originated by 
C. E.Brenton, County Chairman and f 
carried out by John Young. 
Country j 
cemeteries were cleaned up, road dis­ 
tricts were uged to employ destitute j 
workmen, the local m illing company ; 
purchased wood, chopped and corded 
by Red Cross workers, men were em- ■ 
ployed on part-tim e basis 
to 
shell 
corn, pick seed ears, clean seed; the 
city employed dozens to clean up un- j 
sightly lots, sweep streets and 
rake j 
parks. 
Hundreds of sm aller agencies 
were induced to give employment 
to , 
sparetim e workers, who received w ag­ 
es in groceries paid for by Red Cross 
funds. 
Those having work done then 
repaid the Red Cross in part or full 
"stretching” available funds as much 
as fifty to seventy-five per cent. 
Under the “share crop” system of 
farm ing here, hundreds of farm w ork­ 
men and their families will no longer 
be dependent upon Red Cross aid 
as 
soon as farm work opens up. 
This ( 
will probably be around March 20 to I 
April 1, before fanning operation will 
be in full swing. E arly fast growing ' 
crops such as radishes 
and 
turnips j 
will afrord some ready money to land­ 
owners and if early gardens m ature, 
midsummer will find most

About 600 pack­ 
ages of mixed garden seed have been 
received

A contingent clause in the, 
Federal Farm Loan Act ($45,000,(Kh) 
loan fund) makes it compulsory

loan 
participants to raise a 
garden 
this year. 
In this connection the local 
Lion> 
Club and local newspapers are 
in­ 
cluding farm gardens in a city and 
district yard 
and 
garden 
contest. 
Prizes are being offered as extra in ­ 
ducement to farm ers to participate. 
This local farm garden contest is be­ 
ing carried on in conjunction 
with 
the U niversity of Missouri College ot 
A griculture Extension service, 
and 
the local yard and garden contest. 
One phase of relief work here iden­ 
tifies this district. 
A t no time was 
food “rationed out” 
in 
soup 
lines. 
Destitute 
women 
and 
children 
course received 
grocery 
orders 
needed. 
Those who were able bodied 
i worked for their grocery orders, and 
were paid in proportion to work done. 
It not only kept up the morale, but 
served to alm ost elim inate chronic 
beggars who landed here— but moved 
on. 
The Chapter received one

load of potatoes 
from 
growers

Eagle, Colorado. 
This

well 
shipm ents of clothing was deadhead 
ed free of charge by 
the 
Missouri 
Pacific Railroad. 
Freight on the po­

The only fee connected 
with filling the blanks is a small no­ 
tary fee which is less than 31.00, and 
no “a g e n t s ” are “authorized” to art 
j on behalf of veteran», nor are 
these 
, "agents” authorized to charge from 
| $5 to $10 for their so-called services, 
If you do not understand about the 
new loan plan, ask a Legion member 
to advise you, or w rite direct to th* 
nearest V eterans’ Bureau. 
For 
this j 
district, applications should be 
for J 
warded to the St. Louis office, 
o r 1 
your local Lagion Post headquarter-, j 
Veterans should understand 
that J 
this loan is not a gift from heaven. 
It is-a loan pure and simple, and car­ 
ries a uniform interest charge of 11 - 
per cent, compounded annually. 
A large number of Veterans seem 
to he laboring under the impression j 
that they will not have to repay this 
loan. 
It should be kept in mind that only 
50 per cent of the face value of the 
certificates may be applied for. 
Un­ 
less this loan 
is 
repaid 
when due, 
compound interest will consume 
the 
entire balance by the time the certi­ 
ficates fall due. 
If the interest 
is 
paid regularly, 
and the loan repaid certificate 
will 
be redeemed at full face value when 
due 
Those who have not yet made ap­ 
plication

certificates can 
save time and trouble by not applying 
for a loan under the new act.

stated specifically in the law.

How To Obtain Bonus Loan 
The American 
Legion’s 
National 
Legislative and Rehabilitation Office* 
in W ashington anticipate that 
both 
their facilities and those of the Gov­ 
ernm ent will be overtaxed in the m at­ 
te r of emergency cases under the new 


adjusted compensation loan act on be­ 
half of those veterans in urgent need 
of money. The American Legion sug­ 
gests that veterans not actually in im­ 
mediate need defer their applications 
for sixty or ninety days so to permit 
the needful applicants to get 
early 
action. 
Sim ilarly the veteran* whos- 
financial plight forces them to make 
immediate 
application 
for 
relief 
should do so and then refrain 
from 
following up the application with tel­ 
egrams or letters, as these will only 
result in slowing down the work 
of 
getting out the relief. The Veterans* 
Bureau feels that it can get out ove»* 
four hundred 
thousand loans during 
the first month after 
the 
money i. 
made available. 
V eterans who have their certificate* 
in their own possession should appiy 
for their loans to the nearest Region­ 
al Office 
of the 
Veterans’ 
Bureau. 
There are at least one of these office - 
in each State except Delaware. Many 
thousands of certificates arc in these 
offices. 
These are the certificates of 
veterans with current loans. 
There are about three hundred and 
fifty thousand certificates in the Cen­ 
tral office of the United States V eter­ 
ans’ Bureau in 
W ashington. 
These 
are the certificates of veterans 
who 
have secured loans from banks, 
and 
upon the loans rem aining unpaid, the 
Ctstifleates ami notes sent to W ash­ 
ington for payment by the V eterans’ 
Bureau. 
Veterans whose certificates 
are in this status 
should 
apply for 
further loans directly to the V eterans’ 
Bureau 
in 
W ashington 
and 
thu^ 
elim inate one step in the transaction. 
The 
American 
Ixgion 
calculate- 
that if veterans borrow up to the full 
amount available if the proposed law 
passes, and do not repay the loan, th * 
principle and 
compounded 
interest 
will about consume the balance 
of 
the value of the certificate by the end 
of the tw enty-year period. 
The American Legion will be 
glad 
to assist the veterans-, m co -»pers on 
with the Veterans’ Bureau, in filing 
their applications for the loans. There

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
President of the United States for 
one day, the only Missourian ever to 
hold or claim this office, is the record 
of David 
Rice 
Atchison, 
Missouri 
United States Senator from 1843 
Lo 
1855. 
E ighty-four years ago this week, 
on March 4, 1847, Senator Atchison, 
by virtue of his office 
as 
president 
pro tempore of the United States Sen­ 
ate is said to have held the office 
of 
president 
of 
the 
nation under the 
presidential succession act. 
March ) 
of th at year, the customary date of 
the presidential inauguration, 
fell on 
Sunday, and by common consent the 
ceremonies were postponed until the 
next day, Monday, March 5. 
As the term of President Polk was 
to expire on March 3 and President 
Taylor was to 
be 
inaugurated 
on 
March 5. Senator Atchison, as presi­ 
dent pro tempore of the Senate, was 
in a position to fill the vacancy in the 
office of president, if it should exist. 
Atchisons claim to the 
presidency 
has been disputed by some w riters, 
but this honor has been vigorously de­ 
fended by others. 
Those who deny 
that Atchison was president say that, 
Taylor was de facto president, though 
not inaugurated on March 4; and that 
Atchison’s authority ended with 
the 
close of Congress, on March 3. 
But in rebuttal, those who m aintain 
Atchison w as president say that the 
presidential succession act made him 
president; that his office in the Sen­ 
ate existed after the close of 
Con­ 
gress (he had been re-elected U. S. 
Senator from 
M issouri); 
that 
the 
vice-president, Georye M. Dallas, va­ 
cated the Senate chair March 2, 1847. 
in order that a president pro tem pore 
could be elected to provide 
for 
the 
presidential succession; and that pro­ 
minent senators, notably Daniel Web­ 
ster, were aware that Atchison’s elec­ 
tion would place him in line for 
the 
presidency should a vacancy exist. 
Although Atchison’s claim to 
tin 
presidency is controversial, it is cer­ 
tain, though not 
generally 
known, 
th at he was 
vice-president 
of 
the 
United States from April 18, 185.'! to 
December 1, 1854. 
William R. King, 
elected vice-president under President 
Pierce, died April 18, 1853, and by the 
succession act, Atchison, who was still 
president pro tem por of 
the Senate, 
became vice-president. 
Sixteen tim es Atchison was elected 
president pro tempore of the Senate 
and elected unanimously fifteen times. 
He was the first to challenge success­ 
fully the political dominance of Sena­ 
tor Thomas H. Benton 
in 
Missouri, 
and in 1850. Atchison was a factor in 
the defeat of that veteran Missouri 
statesm an. 
Atchison was born in Fayette Coun­ 
ty. Kentucky, near Lexington August 
11, 1807, the son of a wealthy farm ­ 
er. 
He graduated from Transylvania 
University with high honors in 
1825 
and was adm itted to the Kentucky bar 
in 1829. The next year Atchison mov­ 
ed to Missouri, settling at Liberty. It 
was here that he first became prom in- 
net in public life. 
He was elected 
a 
State representative in 1834 and 1838 
and was also appointed m ajor-general 
in the State militia in 1838. 
In 184! 
he was appointed judge of the tw elfth 
judicial circuit, and 
he 
moved 
to 
Platte City. 
On the death of U. S. Senator Linn 
in 1843, Atchison vvas appointed to fill 
this vacancy. 
He was elected Sena­ 
tor in 1844 and was re-elected in 1849, 
and served until 1855. 
In 
politics 
Atchison was pro-slavery. He died in 
his estate near Gower, Clinton Coun­ 
ty, January 26, 1886. 
Atchison believed he had been pres­ 
ident for a day, but he evidently did 
not take his office with great serious­ 
ness. 
One w riter reports: "In re fe r­ 
ring to this accidental dignity. . .the 
venerable senator good humoredly re­ 
plied that he could tell but little about 
it, as, overcome with fatigue conse­ 
quent on several consecutive days and 
nights of official labor, he had slept 
through nearly his whole term of of­ 
fice”. 
Official Missouri has accepted A t­ 
chison’s claim to the honor of being 
its first president. 
On October 
27, 
1928, a statue to Senator Atchison 
was erected by the State at P latt s- 
burg. Mo., at a cost of $15,000. Gov. 
Sam A. Baker delivered the dedica­ 
tory address.

bill in his veto message: 
It would force the government eith ­ 
er to sell $1,000,000,000 
of 
reserve 
fund securities or to impose further 
taxation to make the loans. 
The number of veterans in need of 
such relief is a minor percentage 
of 
the whole. 
Its usefulness 
as a 
lelief m easure 
is less than pictured and it would lead 
local committees and employers 
to 
assume that some needy veterans who 
do not fall under it had been 
cared 
for, thereby threatening “them 
with 
srreater hardships than before”. 
It would require the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent “to provide 
an 
enormous 
-urn of money to a vast m ajority who 
are able to care for 
themselves and 
who are caring for them selves”. 
“ It can be of no assistance in 
the 
return of real prosperity”. 
It would bring an increased rate of 
interest for the governm ent to 
pay 
on all long-term issues. 
It would retard the speed of the re­ 
covery of employment by diverting 
-avings from industrial and com m er­ 
cial investment to securities the gov­ 
ernm ent must sell to make loans. 
By stim ulating loans, it would less­ 
en the 
protection 
of veterans 
and 
their dependents, since both loans and 
interest must be deducted from 
the 
certificates. 
It adds to the tendency to open the 
Federal T reasury to “a thousand pur­ 
poses”, threatening “ burdens beyond 
the ability of our country normally to 
bear” and breaking “ the barriers* of 
self-reliance and self-support in our 
people".

m inority. 
Out of New York’s motor 
vehicle registration of 1,922,658 
in 
1930, only 19,000 or 1 per cent of the 
car owners, came under the provisions 
of the law. 
“The accident record of New \ ork 
for 1930 also affords encouragement, 
since there were 13,000 fewer acci-j 
dents than there were in 1929. While 
other factors may well have entered 
into this record, there is no doubt at 
all th a t it reflects the salutary influ­ 
ence of the safety-responsibility law”. 
Adopting the experience of 
New 
York as a guide, it is likely th at less 
than 7500 motor vehicle owners 
in 
Missouri would come under the pro- j 
visions 
of the 
safety-responsibility 
law if it were enacted in this State, 
according to Oak H unter, of Mober- 
ly, form er speaker 
of the 
Missouri 
House of Representatives. 
“Although comparatively few driv- 
, ers will ultim ately come 
under 
the 
. provisions of the safety-responsibility 
law ”, H unter 
said, 
“the 
standing 
th reat involved in its penalties m akes 
the law a decisive factor in the cause! 
of safety. 
“The reduction in the number 
of 
accidents am ounting to 14 per cent 
applied to Missouri would mcgn the 
prevention of thousands of motor car 
accidents with an accompanying sav­ 
ing of Hves”. 
An essential feature of the 
bills 
before the 
Missouri 
Legislature 
is 
provision for a driver’s license to be 
issued without paym net of a fee. The 
driver’s license is necessary to make 
the safety-responsibility 
provisions 
operative.

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BAXTER MEETS W1H MSTWCT KD GROSS 
REPRESENTATIVES, SUMMARY OF ACnVITlES 


The following resume of Red Cross 
activities in Scott County has been 
prepared following the meeting 
of 
District and local representatives Fri­ 
day afternoon with Wm. Baxter, Jr., 
manager of the Midwestern Branch at 
the Hotel Marshall. 


Two major points are generally con­ 
ceded with reference to drought re­ 
lief in Scott County. The first is that 
the county relief setup was minutely 
organised and efficiently administered, 
and secondly that the peak of 
the 
load is past. 
Withdrawal of all re­ 
lief at present is out of the question. 
Farm loans for seed, feed and fertili­ 
zer were expected to relieve the situ­ 
ation 
materially, 
but 
application 
blanks were not received in this coun­ 
ty until Friday, and those in charge 
of their distribution do not look for 
checks in less than 16 to 20 days. 
In a recent “school for committee­ 
men in charge of the Federal 
farm 
loan distribution”, covering 12 coun­ 
ties in this section of Missouri, bii- 
ter criticism was voiced by speakers 
from Mississippi, Stoddard and New 
Madrid Counties particularly. 
With 
credit facilities exhausted and appli­ 
cants for loans dependent upon Red 
Cross assistance for food, 
speakers 
from this section deplored the 
fact 
that no provision was made in 
the 
Federal drouth loan ($46,000,000 loan) 
to buy food for farmers and 
their 
families. T. Weed Harvey of St. Louis 
explained that Secretary Hyde 
and 
the commission were engaged in mak­ 
ing plans for distributing the 
more 
recent $20,000,000 compromise loan to 
take care of this obvious deficiency in 
the original larger loan bill. 
Similar comments were voiced Fri 
day afternoon at a local mooting of 
Hr* Cross committeemen for South­ 
east Missouri Counties called to order 
here by Wm. Baxter, Jr.. chairman 
of the Midwestern Rod Cross branch 
with o0co* in St. Louis. 
The con­ 
sensus ofupfotoh Xt tfa*'Friday meet­ 
ing was that complete withdrawal of 
relief agencies here was premature. 
Until Federal loan funds are readily 
available, the Red Cross will continue 
to feed, clothe and to administer to 
needy cases. 
To date about 6600 persons in Scott 
County have experienced some sort of 
Red Cross assistance 
in the 
past 
three months. 
About fifty per cent 
of that number will continue to need 
occasional assistance until some oth­ 
er form of permanent relief is avail­ 
able. 
landowners are 
taking 
care ot 
some. 
Spring farm work, odd jobs, 
road construction projects, cleaning 
ditch dumps and other odds and ends 
are furnishing means whereby many 
manage to live. The peculiar part of 
it is, that farmers who have had their 
first taste this winter of public relief, 
are anxious to get back to work. They 
need money, and they look hopefully 
to participation in the Federal 
loan 
funds mentioned. 
According to C. E. Brenton, Scott 
County Chairman, the relief program 
to date has cost approximately $36,- 
000, of which 76 per cent came from 
National Red Cross funds. Local con­ 
tributions of food, clothing and caah 
make up the other fourth. At the 
present time National funds are being 
withdrawn. To carry on and “taper 
off** the anticipated 
demands, 
the 
County Chapter has about $8000 sub­ 
scribed during a local 
drive 
which 
closed last week. 
Workmen and employees in every 
local industry and profession were 
asked to donate the equivalent of one 
day’s wages. This was in addition of 
the first Roll Call Drive, and subse­ 
quent drives to collect foodstuffs and 
old clothing. In addition to this, the 
American Legion and Auxiliary, State 


Highway employees, 
the 
Woman’* 
Club and citisens donated cash 
and 
clothing estimated to be worth $3600. 
Local clothing contributions were 
augmented by two shipments, one of 
4400 pounds from Nodaway County 
and another of 3500 pounds from the 
St. Louis branch office, all of which 
has been distributed to needy 
per­ 
sons from the local and county branch 
offices. 
E. J. Malone, Jr., in charge 
of the local clothing supply depot, 
closed his office Saturday and shipped 
remaining stock to Vanduser 
from 
which point the north end of 
Scott 
County will be served. 
Red 
Cross 
funds 
were 
served 
double duty under a system of semi­ 
public and public work originated by 
C. E.Brenton, County Chairman and 
carried out by John Young. Country 
cemeteries were cleaned up, road dis­ 
tricts were uged to employ destitute 
workmen, the local milling company- 
purchased wood, chopped and corded 
by Red Cross workers, men were em­ 
ployed on part-time basis 
to 
shell 
corn, pick seed ears, clean seed; the 
city employed dozens to clean up un­ 
sightly lots, sweep streets and 
rake 
parks. Hundreds of smaller agencies 
were induced to give employment to 
sparetime workers, who received wag­ 
es in groceries paid for by Red Cross 
funds. Those having work done then 
repaid the Red Cross in part or full 
“stretching” available funds as much 
as fifty to seventy-five per cent. 
Under the “share crop” system of 
farming here, hundreds of farm work­ 
men and their families will no longer 
be dependent upon Red Cross aid as 
soon as farm work opens up. 
This 
will probably be around March 20 to 
April 1. before fanning operation will 
be in full swing. Early fast growing 
crops such as radishes and turnips 
will afford some ready money to land­ 
owners and if early gardens mature, 
midsummer will find most 
of 
the 
drouth ridden crew entirely out of th * 
r#H»f n#nd<n/g «!*«•. About 000 pack­ 
ages of mixed garden seed have been 
received from National Red 
Cross 
headquarters for distribution to such 
farmers. 
A contingent clause in the. 
Federal Farm Loan Act ($46,000,000 
loan fund) makes it compulsory for 
loan 
participants to raise a garden 
this year. 
In this connection the local 
Lion> 
Club and local newspapers are 
in­ 
cluding farm gardens in a city and 
district yard 
and 
garden 
contest. 
Prizes are being offered as extra in­ 
ducement to farmers to participate.

“agents” authorized to charge from 
$5 to $10 for their so-called services. 
If you do not understand about the 
new loan plan, ask a Legion member 
to advise you, or write direct to the 
nearest Veterans’ Bureau. 
For thi* 
district, applications should be 
for­ 
warded to the St. Louis office, 
or 
our local Legion Post headquarters. 
Veterans should understand 
that 
this loan is not a gift from heaven. 
It is-a loan pure and simple, and car­ 
ries a uniform interest charge of 4‘ - 
per cent, compounded annually. 
A large number of Veterans seem ! 
to be laboring under the impression 
that they will not have to repay this 
loan. 
It should be kept in mind that onlv 
50 per cent of the face value of the 
certificates may be applied for. Un­ 
less this loan is 
repaid 
when due, 
compound interest will consume the 
entire balance by the time the certi­ 
ficates fall due. 
If the interest 
is 
paid regularly, 
and the loan repaid certificate 
will 
be redeemed at full face value when 
due 
Those who have not yet made ap­ 
plication for their certificates can 
save time and trouble by not applying 
for a loan under the new act. Unless 
the certificate is at least two years 
old, no loan will be granted. This is 
stated specifically in the law.

should do so and then refrain from 
following up the application with tel­ 
egrams or letters, as these will only 
result in slowing down the work of 
getting out the relief. The Veterans’ 
Bureau feels that it can get out over 
four hundred 
thousand loans during 
the first month after the 
money Is 
made available. 
Veterans who have their certificate' 
in their own possession should apply 
for their loans to the nearest Region­ 
al Office of the Veterans’ Bureau. 
There are at least one of these office- 
in each State except Delaware. Many 
thousands of certificates are in these 
offices. 
These are the certificates of 
veterans with current loans. 
There are about three hundred and 
fifty thousand certificates in the Cen­ 
tral office of the United States Veter- 
Bureau in 
Washington. 
These 
are the certificates of veterans who 
have secured loans from banks, and 
upon the loans remaining unpaid, the 
certificates and notes sent to Wash­ 
ington for payment by the Veterans’ 
Bureau. 
Veterans whose certificates 
are in this status should apply for 
further loans directly to the Veterans’ 
Bureau 
in 
Washington 
and 
thus 
eliminate one step in the transaction. 
The American Legion calculates 
that if veterans borrow up to the full 
amount available if the proposed law 
passes, and do not repay the loan, th" 
principle and 
compounded 
interest 
will about consume the balance 
of 
the value of the certificate by the end 
of the twenty-year period. 
The American Legion will be glad 
to assist th# w tinw iyda to opaorq^wa 
with the Veterans’ Bureau, in filing 
their applications for the loans.

Floyd C. Shoemaker 
President of the United States for 
one day, the only 'Missourian ever to 
hold or claim this office, is the record 
of David 
Rice 
Atchison, 
Missouri 
United States Senator from 1843 
to 
1865. 
Eighty-four years ago this week, 
on March 4, 1847, Senator Atchison, 
by virtue of his office 
as 
president 
pro tempore of the United States Sen­ 
ate is said to have held the office of 
president 
of 
the 
nation under the 
presidential succession act. 
March 1 
of that year, the customary date of 
the presidential inauguration, fell on 
Sunday, and by common consent the 
ceremonies were postponed until the 
next day, Monday, March 5. 
As the term of President Polk was 
to expire on March 3 and President 
Taylor was to 
be 
inaugurated 
on 
March 5, Senator Atchison, as presi­ 
dent pro tempore of the Senate, was 
in a position to fill the vacancy in the 
office of president, if it should exist. 
Atchisons claim to the 
presidency 
has been disputed by some writers, 
but this honor has been vigorously de­ 
fended by others. 
Those who deny 
that Atchison was president say that 
Taylor was de facto president, though 
not inaugurated on March 4; and that 
Atchison’s authority ended with 
the 
close of Congress, on March 3. 
But in rebuttal, those who maintain 
Atchison was president say that the 
presidential succession act made him 
president; that his office in the Sen­ 
ate existed after the close of 
Con­ 
gress (he had been re-elected U. S. 
Senator from 
Missouri); 
that 
the 
vice-president, George M. Dallas, va­ 
cated the Senate chair March 2, 1847, 
in order that a president pro tempore 
could be elected to provide 
for 
the 
presidential succession; and that pro­ 
minent senators, notably Daniel Web­ 
ster, were aware that Atchison’s elec­ 
tion would place him in line for 
the 
presidency should a vacancy exist. 
Although Atchison’s claim to 
the 
presidency is controversial, it is cer­ 
tain, though not 
generally 
known, 
that he was 
vice-president 
of 
the 
United States from April 18, 1853 to 
December 4, 1854. 
William R. King, 
elected vice-president under President 
Pierce, died April 18, 1853, and by the 
succession act, Atchison. wrho was still 
president pro tempor of 
the Senate, 
became vice-president. 
=^Sixteen times Atchison was elected 
president pro tempore of the Senate 
and elected unanimously fifteen times. 
He was the first to challenge success­ 
fully the political dominance of Sena­ 
tor Thomas H. Benton 
in 
Missouri, 
and in 1850. Atchison was a factor in 
the defeat of that veteran Missouri 
statesman. 
Atchison was born in Fayette Coun­ 
ty, Kentucky, near Lexington August 
11, 1807, the son of a wealthy farm ­ 
er. He graduated from Transylvania 
University with high honors in 
1825 
and was admitted to the Kentucky bar 
in 1829. The next year Atchison mov 
ed to Missouri, settling at Liberty. It 
was here that he first became prom in 
net in public life. 
He was elected 
< 
State representative in 1834 and 183h 
and was also appointed major-general 
in the State militia in 1838. In 1841 
he was appointed judge of the twelfth 
judicial circuit, and 
he 
moved 
to 
Platte City. 
On the death of U. S. Senator Linn 
in 1843, Atchison was appointed to fill 
this vacancy. 
He was elected Sena­ 
tor in 1844 and was re-elected in 1849 
and served until 1855. 
In 
politic 
Atchison was pro-slavery. He died in 
his estate near Gower. Clinton Coun 
ty, January 26, 1886. 
Atchison believed he had been pres 
ident for a day, but he evidently did 
not take his office with great serious 
ness. One writer reports: “In refer 
ring to this accidental dignity.. .the 
venerable senator good humoredly re 
plied that he could tell but little about 
it, as, overcome with fatigue conse 
quent on several consecutive days and 
nights of official labor, he had slept 
through nearly his whole term of of 
fice”. 
Official Missouri has accepted At 
chison’s claim to the honor of being 
its first president. 
On October 
27 
1928, a statue to Senator Atchison 
was erected by the State at Platts 
burg, Mo., at a cost of $15,000. Gov 
Sam A. Baker delivered the dedica 
tory address.

FEED DIVISION REPORT 


Feed 
Commissioner 
Paul 
R. 
Schmidt, in his report to the Missou­ 
ri State Board of Agriculture, for the 
biennium just closed, shows the fa­ 
vorable workings and preliminary re­ 
sults of the new feed law effective 
August 27, 1929. The following 
a 
fragmentary summary: 
The laws pays its own way, collect­ 
ing annual 92 registration fee for each 
brand or kind of feed, with eight cents 
per ton annual inspection fee payable 
semi-annually, with no State-printed 
tags. 
Maximum feeds registered under 
old 1917 act, totaled 1900. Up to De­ 
cember 31, 1929, a total of 2236 reg­ 
istered from 540 mills. Up to Decem­ 
ber 1, 1930, 3428 brands or feeds reg­ 
istered from 708 mills; with more add­ 
ed before December 31.

VETERAN LOAN BILL 


Washington. February 26.—Presi­ 
dent Hoover advanced the following 
arguments against the veterans' loan 
bill in his veto message: 
It would force the government eith­ 
er to sell $1,000,000,000 of reserve 
fund securities or to impose further 
taxation to make the loans. 
The number of veterans in need of 
such relief is a minor percentage of 
the whole. 
Its usefulness as a telief measure 
is less than pictured and it woald lead 
local committees and employers 
to 
assume that some needy veterans who 
do not fall under it had been cared 
for, thereby threatening “them 
with 
greater hardships than before". 
It would require the Federal Gov­ 
ernment “to provide 
an 
enormou? 
>um of money to a vast majority who 
are able to care for themselves and 
who are caring for themselves”. 
“It can be of no assistance in 
the 
return of real prosperity”. 
It would bring an increased rate of 
interest for the government to 
pay 
on all long-term issues. 
It would retard the speed of the re­ 
covery of employment by diverting 
savings from industrial and commer­ 
cial investment to securities the gov­ 
ernment must sell to make loans. 
By stimulating loans, it would less, 
en the protection of veterans and 
their dependents, since both loans and 
interest must be deducted from the 
certificates. 
It adds to the tendency to open the 
Federal Treasury to “a thousand pur­ 
poses", threatening “burdens beyond 
the ability of our country normally to 
beer" and breaking “the barriers* of 
self-reliance and self-support in our 
people".
